has  never  been  ‘enmity  against  God.*  ” 

This  is  a statement  of  a brother  in  hit 
desperate  attempt  to  prove  that  the  natural 
man,  though  “dead  in  sins,”  possesses  in- 
nate goodness.  This  goodness  has  at  last 
been  located — it  is  the  soul.  The  soul,  it  is 
contended,  is  not  “enmity  against  God." 
The  fleshly  mind  is  enmity  against  God  but 
this  docs  not  apply  to  the  soul. 

Hence  where  the  scripture  says  “purify- 
ing your  souls  by  fa.th,”  the  i writer  was 
either  ignorant  of  the  real  facts  or  he  meant 
to  say  the  “fleshly  mind,”  for  while  Ood  is 
enmity  against  the  fleshy  mind  he  is  not 
against  the  soul,  and  if  God  ia  not  at  en- 
mity with  the  soul  it  must  be  pure,  hence 
to  talk  about  purifying  that  which  is  al- 
ready pure  would  be  nonsense. 

Again,  where  it  is  said  by  the  scripture 
“for  him  who  is  able  to  destroy  both  soul 
and  body  in  hell,”  the  passage  is  meaning- 
less for  if  the-  soul  is  not  "enmity  against 
God"  how  could  the  Savior  be  just  in  con- 
demning it  to  hcllt  Now  what  is  really 
meant  by  this  language  is  both  “fleshy  mind 
and  body.”  for  this  is  in  harmony  with  the 
theory  and  you  niuat  make  everything  con- 
form to  the  theory. 

Again,  according  to  this  theory,  if  a soul 
should  go  to  hell  it  would  be  palpably  un- 
just for  it  would  go  there  unwillingly,  strug- 
gling against  the  body  and  “fleshy  mind.”

1 hope  1 will  be  excused  for  suggesting  a 
question  or  two  of  difficulty  m Uic  way  of 
tins  interpretation,  if  Christ  wss  “quick- 
ened in  h.s  spiritual  body  ” was  his  sp.nt- 
ual  body  dead  belore  it  was  “quickened “f 
But  if  so,  why  does  the  Apostle  mention  the 
fact  that  only  “in  the  ueah  ’ Christ  was 
“put  to  death' 'I  Again  1 want  to  ask,  why 
alter  the  resurrection,  Christ  “went  and 
preached  to  the  spirits  in  prison  the  glo- 
rious results  of  his  mediatorial  mission  on 
earth  T Hhat  interest  could  “the  spirits 
in  prison”  have  had  in  the  glorious  results 
of  Christ's  mediatorial  miss. on  on  earth  I 

1 could  understand  bow  a Romanist,  hold- 
ing to  the  doctrine  of  * pcrgalory ' would  in- 
terpret this  passage  favorable  to  the  offer  of 
salvation  to  “the  spirits  in  prison”  but  Bap- 
tists teach  that  “as  the  tree  falls,  so  K must 
lie.” 

But  Dr.  Sprole*  is  far  from  holding  the 
Romanist  view.  He  holds  “that  its  purpose 
was  not  redemption,  but  information.” 

H bat  effect  could  this  information  have  had 
on  “the  spir.fs  in  pru?n”f  But  if  we  aey 
that  "the  spirits  in  prison"  were  the  re- 
deemed of  the  Lord  why  were  tney  "in 
prison  ll  will  not  do  to  sey  that  prison 
here  means  the  same  as  “paradise,"  as  somt 
have  done.  The  Greek  word  for  “prison" 
in  this  passage  » phulaks,  it  tells  where. 

John  the  Baptist  was  confined  and  be- 
headed by  Herod,  Mett.  14:3-10,  where 
Peter  w as  kept  for  slaughter  after  the  Base- 
over,  Acts  12 :5,  where  persecuting  Saul  shut 
up  the  saints.  Acts  26:10,  and  where  Paul 
and  Stlaa  were  thrust  and  their  feet  made 
fast  in  the  stock  at  Philippi,  Acta  16 :23,  24. 

So  it  ie  evident  that  the  place  where  “the 
Spirits  in  prison”  abode  could  not  have  been 
a place  of  happiness,  but  of  misery.  Again 
I ask  what  interest  could  those  confined  in 
such  a place  have  had  in  a mesaage  that  of- 
fered them  no  redemption  t What  ie  said  in 
the  passage  about  Noah  and  the  disobedient 
ones  while  the  Ark  wss  being  prepared  does 
not  seem  to  hsve  been  considered  in  the  in- 
terpretation under  consideration. 

I hope  Dr.  Sproles  will  excuse  me  for 
taking  a scat  in  his  class  and  asking  these 
quest  ions,  and  I am  sure  I shall  greatly  en- 
joy his  further  explanation  of  this  confessed- 
ly difficult  subject 
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magnificently  the  three-fold  nature  of  wan. 
But  aa  cities  have  sprung  up  in  every  quar- 
ter of  the  continent ; thousands  of  immi-

Some  of  the  foremost  men  of  the  nation 
are  endeavoring  to  reduee  to  practice  the 
iemonstratcd  theories  of  modern  science  in 
.he  preservation  of  life  and  health,  but  to 
x vast  majority  of  the  people  of  Mississippi 
.his  cry  do  * not  appeal.  And  our  own 
state  does  not  stand  alone  in  this  ignorant 
condition,  for  nearly  every  State  south  of 
the  Ohio  river  is  practically  in  the  same  con- 
dition. 


as  a ship  upon  a calm  sea.  Now,  I would 
not  discount  the  honest  efforts  of  a single 
American  citizen,  but  when  I see  these 
questions  considered  of  greater  importance 
than  the  lives  of  men  themselves  1 make  a 
plea  in  their  behalf. 

There  are  28,000  Americans  dying  an- 
nually of  typhoid  fever,  yet  these  figures 
are  of  no  significance  to  the  very  Congress 
under  whose  authorization  the  statistics  are 
gathered  and  promulgated.  And  the  death 
roll  is  not  the  full  measure  of  the  calamity. 
Nearly  200,000  people  who  were  ill  of  this 
fever  recovered,  but  only  after  an  invalid- 
ism of  sixty  days.  This  is  equivalent  to 
saying  that  every  map,  woman  and  child 
in  Louisville,  Atlanta,  or  any  six  cities  in 
Mississippi,  was  ill  for  two  months.  Even 
this  is  far  from  being  the  greatest  drain 
of  human  life.  I would  point  you  to  the 
great  white  plague,  tuberculosis.  This  dis- 
ease kills  160,000  people,  and  keeps  in  in- 
validism 700,000  more  in  this  country  every 
year.  Then  the  greatest  struggle  is  not  be- 
tween capital  and  labor ; aristocracy  and  the 
common  people,  but  the  greatest  warfare  to- 
day is  between  the  American  people  and  the 
army  of  bacilli,  already  encamped  in  our 
midst,  in  our  very  homes,  a host  more  nu- 
merous than  the  armies  and  navies  of  all  the 
countries  of  all  the  world  in  all  ages.  And 
each  individual  in  that  host  is  capable,  un- 
der favorable  conditions,  of  destroying  a 
human  life.  As  a matter  of  fact  the  num- 
ber of  human  lives  thus  sacrificed  each  year 
in  this  .country  is  equivalent  to  both  our 
army  and  navy.  What  if  these  two  arms 
of  our  service  were  wiped  out  of  existence 
in  a single  year  by  a foreign  foet  Do  you 
not  suppose  that  every  resource  of  our 
ebuntry  would  be  taxed  to  repel  the  invader* 
More  people  are  dying  annually  from  the 
single  preventable  disease  of  tuberculovs 
than  lost  their  lives  during  a single  year 
of  the  Civil  War  and  the  Russo-Japancs* 
war  combined.  Imagine  two  such  wars  go- 
without  end. 


The  greatest  barrier  to  be  broken 
down  by  the  men  who  are  championing  this: 
cause  is  that  of  the  utter  ignorance  of  the- 
people.

These  are  only  two  of  the  class  of  pre- 
ventable diseases,  but  they  are  the  most 
prevalent  and  by  far  the  most  destructive. 
There  is  not  a city,  hamlet  or  district  in  the 
whole  country  unacquainted  with  the  hor- 
rors of  these  two  diseases,  yet  no  organiza- 
tion ia  effected  to  combat  these  ruthless  de- 
stroyers of  human  life.  A quarter  of  a cen- 
tury ago  it  would  have  been  regarded  vis- 
ionary for  a man  to  say  that  these  diseases 
were  preventable,  but  modern  medical 
science  has  absolutely  demonstrated  that 
they  may  be  prevented.  Only  ten  years  ago 
a siege  of  smallpox  or  yellow  fever  was  as 
destructive  to  the  lives  of  men  in  some  sec- 
tions of  the  country  as  a civil  war.  But 
by  the  practice  of  vaccination  smallpox  has 
become  of  minor  consequence,  and  through 
the  efficient  service  of  Wyman,  the  recent 
attempted  invasion  of  this  country  by  yel- 
low fever  was  repelled  and  defeated. 

But  the  causes  of  typhoid  fever  and  tu- 
berculosis are  very  unlike  the  causes  of

There  are  no 
national  laboratories  for  the  solution  of  the 
yet  hidden  mysteries  of  contagion  and  infer- 
tion.  Other  special  agencies,  such  for  in- 
stance as  s campaign  against  disease-carry- 
ing insects,  are  not  provided  for,  while  the 
scattered  agencies  that  we  do  possess  are 
given  such:  an  unfortunate  status  in  oar 
scheme  of  government  as  to  compromise, 
their  educational  value  and  practically  de- 
prive them  of  moral  force.  . / 

1 The  legislative  bodies  of  the  seM*ral 
States,  wis£  deliberative,  conservative  a* 
they  arc,  have  enacted  laws  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  people  during  epidemics,  spend- 
ing during  one  siege  of  yellow  fever  in  New 
Orleans,  in  1906,  more  than  a million  do  1- 
lore  This  expenditure  was  not  foolish  but 
just  and  right.  But  when  we  compare  these 
figures  with  the  insignificant  amount  spen 
tocontrol  the  great  white  pl«ku«-  we 
out  for  an  awakening  to  duty.  The  number 
of  deaths  caused  from  tuberculosis  is  one- 
seventh  as  great  as  the  number  caused  by 
all  other  diseases  combined.  Should  we  n 
have  a more  equitable  distribution  of  public 
monies! 

The  discovery  of  vsecinstion  was  made 
by  Jenner  ,n  1798.  yet  the  people  remained 
in  their  lethargy  for  nearly  » century  before 
(hey  awoke  to  their  duty.  Shall  we  in  like 
manner  for  another  hundred  years  suffer 
the  consequences  of  these  death-dealing  en  - 
miesl  Shall  we  not,  rather,  in  the  light  ot 
experience,  and  with  the  power  g*«cd  ® 
other  victories,  rise  up  as  one  man  and 
stamp  out  these  decimating  agents  of  death!

Ijlot  to  be  sure,  idleness,  but  (enure  fui 
Ifairuing,  conversation,  or  debate.  But,  as 
learning  is  best  carried  on  with  the  assist- 
ance of  another,  the  word  cam.-  at  au  early 
kge  to  have  its  present  meaning. 

With  our  understanding  of  the  word, 
sfhool,  four  cardinal  questions  naturally 
ausc  in  the  mind  of  the  thoughtful  parent, 
^fhen  the  patronage  of  any  school  is  under 
consideration,  lie  must  take  into  account 
the  character  of  the  president  of  the  school, 
thq,  character  of  the  teachers,  the  character 
of  the  environment  and  the  character  of  the 
tfxt  books  in  use.  Now,  if  all  these  were 
perfect,  there  would  be  a perfect  school. 
Awhile  no  school  has  ever  reached  this  state 
of  perfection,  except  in  the  catalogues,  yet 
i|  is  an  ideal  toward  which  every  school 
sjtould  direct  its  efforts.  * 

j Now,  if  these  lofty  ideals  ought  to  be  the 
stimulus  in  the  day  schools,  much  more 
ought  they  to  be  so  in  the  Sunday  Schools. 
Sb  it  is  evident,  that  the  very  best  educated 
ahd  the  most  consecrated  members  of  the 
cnurch  ought  to  constitute  the  superintend- 
ent and  corps  of  teachers,  the  environment 
should  be  made  up  of  all  the  members  of  the 
church  and  all  others  whom  they  may  be 
able  to  induce  to  attend,  and  the  Bible 
should  be  the  text  book  used. 

,The  Bible  is  nothing,  if  not  a manual  of 
life,  so  the  lesson  to  be  learned  at  Sunday 
School  is  the  will  of  God  concerning  ua. 
This  lesson  has  three  great  divisions:  Duty 
tq  God,  duty  to  others,  and  duty  to  self. 
These  learned  and  put  into  practice  guaran- 
ty a set  of  perfect  rules  of  conduct'  which 
will  enable  any  one  to  act  with  decency  on 
aQ  occasions,  and  throughout  life  to  avoid 
aBy  degree  of  blame.  On  the  contrary,  with- 
out a sacred  regard  to  these  rules,  no  man 
can  be  sure  of  his  conduct.  Herein  lies  the 
difference  ‘‘between  a man  of  honor  and  a 
worthless  fellow.”

A Crisis  Impending. 

I am  writing  this  in  the  last  week  of 
Jnne.  In  a few  days  our  second  quarter  of 
the  year  will  be  out,  the  salaries  of  our  mis- 
sionarics  will  be  due  for  the  quarter,  heaides 
the  amount  promised  on  church  buildings. 
The  June  arid  July  collections  have  usually 
put  in  our  treasury  enough  to  meet  all  theae 
demands.  I am  sorry  to  say  this  is  not  the 
ease  now.  There  seems  to  have  been  a gen- 
eral understanding  or  rather  misunder- 
standing.  thht  we  will  not  need  any  money 
until  Novemper.  It  is  this  that  has  brought 
about  a crisis  which  if  not  relieved  in  a few 
days  means)  dire  distress  to  the  cause  of 
State  Missions  In  response  to  my  appeal 
to  let  me  hear  from  the  pastors  and  churches 
as  to  what  I might  expect  in  the  way  of 
tiding  ua  ofer  the  dry  moneyless  summer 
months.  I had  letters  from  one  deacon  whose 
church  at  that  time  had  no  pastor,  and 
three  pastors.  I know  that  the  people  are 
distressed  oVer  the  crop  conditions,  and  I 
know  that  trade  conditions  sre  exceedingly 
dull.  It  may  mean  that  sacrifice  and  denial 
must  enter  Into  onr  State  Mission  gifts.  Is 
there  anything  in  the  p**t  that  would  Jus- 
tify us  in  making  sacrifice  to  the  cause  of 
State  MiasionsT  I appeal  first  oy  atl  to  the 
churches  whose  davs  of  weakness  had  the 
helping  hand  of  State  Missions  stretched

The  language  of  Paul  in  the  first  chapter 
of  Second  Corinthians,  third  and  fourth 
verses,  is  the  gospel  of  comfort.  In  grati- 
tude to  God  he  speaks  thus:  “Blessed  be 
God,  even  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Father  of  merries  and  the  God 
of  all  comfort;  Who  comforteth  na  in  all  our 
tribulation,  that  we  may  be  able  to  comfort 
them  which  arc  in  any  trouble,  by  the  com- 
fort wherewith  we  ourselves  are  eomfarted 
of  God.” 

In  the  first  place,  God  comforts  all  of  His 
children  in  hours  of  distress.  He  speaks  to 
every  troubled  soul.  “Cast  thy  burden  upon 
the  Lord,  and  he  shall  sustain  thae."  Again 
we  are  told,  “They  cried  unto  the  Lord  In 
their  trouble,  and  he  delivered  them  out  of 
their  distress."  It  is  God  that  “aatiafieth 
the  longing  soul,  and  filleth  the  hungry  aonl 
with  goodness."  God  helps  us  in  all  kinds 
of  troubles.  Those  who  are  out  upon  the 
stormy  deep,  who  “reel  to  and  fro.  and 
stagger  like  a drunken  man.  and  are  at  their 
wit’s  end.  Then  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  in 
their  troubles,  and  he  bringeth  them  out  of 
their  distresses  He  maketh  the  storm  a 
calm,  so  thht  the  waves  thereof  are  still  ” 
Ood  will  command  the  forces  of  nature  for 
the  comfort  and  protection  of  Hit  own  peo- 
ple. It  is  Ood  that  “tumeth  the  wilderness 
into  a standing  water,  and  dry  ground  into 
watenrpring*.  and  there  he  maketh  the  hun-

It  is  a great  bleat- 
ing to  have  aome  one  come  to  us  and  tell  us 
that  they  have  had  the  same  experience  and 
know  what  it  means,  and  that  they  know 
that  God  will  help  u*  for  He  came  to  them 
in  their  troubles.  When  we  know  that  we 
are  in  the  presence  of  others  who  have  gone 
through  the  same  trials  we  are  called  upon 
to  pass  through  it  gives  ns  great  consola- 
tion. for  we  know  that  they  are  living  ex- 
ample# of  God’s  abundant  mercy  Bnt  we 
can  go  to  those  in  trouble  with  confidence 
and  tell  them  that  God  will  use  all  of  His 


infinite  power  to  comfort  them  and  to  hslp 
them  out  of  all  their  sorrows  and  trouble*. 
He  heard  ths  cry  of  His  chosen  peopls  down 
in  Egypt  and  sent  Mosea  to  deliver  them. 
Their  cry  came  up  to  God  and  He  heard 
them  God  is  not  far  away  from  us.  but 
like  an  earthly  fathrr.  and  a thousand  times 
more  than  an  earthly  father,  He  ever 
watches  over  and  carcth  for  His  children. 
He  beers  all  of  their  cries  and  take*  not# 
of  all  of  their  troubles  He  gave  Christ  to 
die  on  the  cross  that  wr  mMrht  have  eternal 
life  and  Christ  promised  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
comfort  Hie  disciplee  and  those  who  love 
Him.

For  insect  bites,  moisten  borax 
powder  to  a paste  and  bind  over 
the  affected  parts  and  keep  the 
bandage  moist  with  the  borax  so- 
lution until  the  soreness  ia  all 
gone.  For  a sprain,  take  some 
peach  leaves,  bruise  them  well 
and  bind  them  on  securely  and 
they  will  give  almost  instant  re- 
lief. For  hiccough,  heat  tome 
sweet  milk  to  near  the  boiling 
point  and  give  in  small  quantities 
at  a time  until  the  hiccongh  sub- 
sides. For  scalds  or  burns,  cover 
with  baking  soda,  wrap  closely 
with  a soft  cloth  and  saturate  the 
bandage  with  coal  oil. 

These  simple  remedies  have  not 
only  saved  doctors’  bills  but 
much  suffering  and  very  often 
loss  of  time  from  work,  and  every 
woman  should  have  a knowledge 
of  the  simple  home  remedies  and 
how  to  use  them.
